Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  for  the  tenth  time 
upon  the  health  of  your  district.  The  year  1959  was  a 
healthy  one  apart  from  some  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever 
and  pneumonia.  The  latter  disease  was  more  common  than 
is  usual  and  this  was  associated  with  some  winter  spread 
of  a  type  of  influenza.  Once  again  there  was  a  big  rise 
in  population  and  the  continued  expansion  of  the  district 
imposes  strains  on  all  departments  of  the  Council  including 
the  Health  Department.  With  this  in  mind  the  Council 
reviewed  its  staffing  and  one  of  the  consequences  was  the 
upgrading  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Harvey  to  be  Deputy  to  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  E.  A.  Lyne. 

Sewage  Disposal. — New  scales  of  charges  were  agreed 
with  the  Leamington  Corporation  for  the  reception  by 
them  of  sewage  pumped  for  disposal  from  certain  of  your 
parishes.  The  Surveyor  examined  and  reported  upon  the 
possibility  of  using  the  military  disposal  plant  at  the  former 
Budbrooke  Barracks  and  the  Council  decided  that  it  could 
not  utilize  this  in  connection  with  its  own  schemes. 
Agreement  was  also  reached  for  the  sharing  of  costs  with 
Meriden  R.D.C.  arising  out  of  a  joint  sewerage  scheme  at 
Burton  Green.  Costs  were  to  be  apportioned  on  a  rateable 
value  basis  with  a  distinction  between  connections  using 
gravity  flow  and  those  requiring  a  lift  by  pumping.  The 
Council  also  instructed  its  consultant  engineers  to  review 
schemes  for  certain  parishes  in  its  eastern  area.  A  decision 
was  also  taken  to  extend  nightsoii  collection  to  ten  properties 
at  Pinley  Green. 

Refuse  Disposal. — Difficulties  arose  out  of  a  major 
breakdown  to  your  Bray  loader  through  wear  of  tracks 
and  rollers.  It  became  impossible  to  keep  up  full  control 
of  the  tip  and  authority  was  given  to  hire  a  bulldozer. 
Elsewhere  in  this  report  the  Surveyor  touches  upon  labour 
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difficulties  and  one  can  read  there  how  at  a  time  when 
hundreds  of  new  houses  a  year  are  added  to  the  list  for 
scavenging,  wage  policies  are  pursued  at  higher  level  which 
lead  to  a  reduction  in  the  labour  force.  It  is  bad  enough 
to  lose  five  men  equal  to  a  complete  lorry  team  during 
an  expansion  year  but  it  is  worse  to  be  expected  to  give 
a  service  where  12  out  of  only  28  persons  serving  in  Jan¬ 
uary  will  have  left  and  been  replaced  by  December.  This 
turnover  is  approaching  50%  of  the  staff  engaged  and  more 
resolute  attempts  will  have  to  be  made  to  solve  a  problem 
which  threatens  a  service  vital  to  public  health. 

Water  Supply. — The  Council  agreed  to  certain  minor 
extensions  of  mains  in  Great  Pinley  and  Norton  Lindsey 
and  also  made  an  agreement  with  Leamington  Corporation 
for  bulk  supplies  to  Old  Milverton  and  Leek  Wootton. 
An  offer  was  also  made  to  certain  residents  at  Holywell, 
proposing  to  lay  privately  a  one-inch  pipe,  that  the  Council 
would  pay  the  excess  charge  of  £159  incurred  in  laying  a 
three-inch  main  instead.  A  flat  rate  charge  of  £15  was 
fixed  for  each  connection  made  in  the  Western  Area  subject 
to  a  fifty  foot  limit  of  pipe  length.  The  charge  would  be 
refunded  if  a  supply  was  taken  within  three  months.  A 
proposal  was  approved  to  remove  the  pump  from  Radford 
Semele  borehole,  repair  it  and  instal  it  as  a  standby  for 
the  booster  at  Bishops  Tachbrook  reservoir. 

Clean  Air. — The  Council  continued  in  membership  of 
the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council.  It  also  approved  in 
principle  a  survey  of  Whitnash,  as  and  when  staffing  per¬ 
mitted,  with  a  view  to  a  smoke  control  programme  linked 
to  the  adjacent  smoke  control  areas  in  the  Borough  of 
Leamington  Spa. 

Food  and  Drugs. — In  view  of  the  duty  imposed  by 
statute  to  report  upon  provision  for  slaughtering  animals 
in  the  area,  a  sub-committee  toured  the  existing  private 
slaughterhouses  and  discussed  with  the  owners  the  schedules 
of  works,  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Harvey,  in  order  to  indicate 
what  must  be  done  to  reach  the  standards  set  by  various 
regulations.  A  time  was  then  allowed  for  reflection.  Later 
all  three  owners  notified  their  intention  of  doing  the  required 
works  and  the  report  was  made  to  the  Ministry  within 
the  time  limit. 
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The  year  has  been  a  very  active  one  and  space  does 
not  permit  mention  here  of  many  other  items  of  interest. 
I  have,  however,  again  enjoyed  the  support  and  kindness 
of  the  Council  and  the  willing  and  friendly  help  of  my 
fellow  officers.  In  particular  Mr.  Lyne  and  Mr.  Harvey 
have  smoothed  over  many  difficulties  for  me  and  Mr. 
Dennis  has  performed  many  services  for  me  since  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Public  Health  Inspector  in  March,  1959.  Dr.  C. 
T.  Jones,  my  deputy,  has  also  relieved  me  of  much  detailed 
work.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  these  things  and 
thank  all  concerned.

Population. — The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  1,030 
persons.  Excess  of  births  over  deaths  accounted  for  only 
237  so  that  immigration  was  again  on  the  increase. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Fifteen  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of 
life  of  which  all  but  two  died  within  the  first  week  of  life. 
The  very  high  figure  for  illegitimate  infant  mortality  is 
calculated  from  a  total  of  only  two  deaths  in  twenty.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  AREA. 

Water. — Considerable  progress  was  made  with  the 
Western  Area  Scheme  and  the  official  ceremony  of  inaug¬ 
uration  took  place  on  19th  October,  1959.  The  complete 
scheme  provides  for  the  borehole  at  Shrewley  put  into 
service  in  1948  to  be  linked  to  the  Rowington  borehole 
which  came  into  use  in  1955.  There  are  two  200,000 
gallon  water  towers  at  Lapworth  and  Hampton-on-the-Hill 
and  the  pumping  station  is  situated  over  the  Rowington 
borehole.  A  link  main  has  been  laid  from  Hampton  Tower 
to  Barford  so  as  to  augment  the  older  Whitnash  supply 
and  to  serve  Sherbourne  and  Wasperton.  There  is  also  a 
link  main  between  Hatton  Green  and  the  Warwick  Borough 
reservoir  at  Hatton  which  enables  the  supply  of  up  to 
300,000  g.p.d.  to  the  latter.  As  there  is  a  difference  of 
300  feet  in  the  levels  of  the  tower  at  Lapworth  and  the 
lowest  point  of  the  system  in  Wasperton  two  levels  of 
supply  have  been  designed.  The  low  level  system  is  fed 
from  a  water  tower  at  Hampton  52  feet  high  ;  the  Lapworth 
tower  has  a  height  of  76  feet.  The  total  length  of  mains 
is  some  40  miles  and  the  diameter  of  mains  ranges  between 
3  and  12  inches.  Most  of  the  pipes  are  in  asbestos  cement 
but  some  are  in  spun  cast  iron.  The  high  level  system 
serves  points  west  of  Hampton  ;  the  low  level  system 
serves  Hampton  and  points  to  the  east  and  south.  Thus 
pressure  in  the  mains  at  Warwick  and  Barford  does  not 
exceed  a  200  ft.  head.  Lapworth  tower  has  one  half  day’s 
reserve  capacity.  The  ultimate  total  demand  is  estimated 
as  676,000  g.p.d.

Agreement  was  also  reached  with  Meriden  R.D.C.  on 
the  division  of  the  costs  of  the  Burton  Green  scheme. 
The  Surveyor  investigated  the  disposal  works  to  be  left 
by  the  military  at  Budbrooke  Barracks  but  reported  to 
the  Council  that  these  could  not  usefully  be  integrated 
with  any  plans  to  sewer  the  village. 

At  Shrewley  the  sewage  disposal  works,  approved 
by  the  Ministry,  had  reached  the  stage  of  invitation  to 
tender  and  legal  steps  for  the  purchase  of  the  land.  A 
review  of  schemes  was  undertaken  affecting  the  following 
villages.

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Two  housing  schemes  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  One  was  the  group  of  16  charity 
cottages  at  Rowington,  many  of  which  were  in  a  bad  state 
or  beyond  repair.  Meetings  were  held  with  representatives 
of  the  Trustees  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  solution  whereby 
some  might  be  demolished  and  the  sites  sold  so  as  to  provide 
funds  towards  the  reconditioning  of  others. 

Many  discussions  were  held  regarding  the  future  of 
13  timbered  cottages  known  as  New  Yard,  Bishops  Tach- 
brook.  This  forms  an  important  amenity  of  this  village 
which  many  councillors  have  been  anxious  to  preserve. 
Unfortunately  the  recent  sharp  rise  in  land  values  made 
the  costs  involved  rather  heavy.  The  negotiations  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  Council  was  seeking 
for  help  by  way  of  grants. 


E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(i)  Milk  Supply. — Registrations  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations  number  32. 

17  Dealers’  Licences  have  been  issued,  28  for  the  Sale  of 
T.T.  Milk  and  30  for  the  Sale  of  Pasteurized  Milk,  9  Sterilised 
Milk. 

The  1959  Regulations  only  require  the  licensing  of  a 
retailer  in  the  district  where  his  registered  premises  are 
situated. 

(ii)  Ice  Cream. — No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  within 
the  district.  There  are,  however,  39  premises  registered  for 
the  sale  of  ice  cream  under  Section  16  (1A)  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955. 


(iii)  Meat. — Section  16  (lb)  of  the  above  Act  provides 
for  the  registration  of  premises  for  preparation  or  manufac¬ 
ture  of  sausages  or  for  preservation,  pickling,  etc.  4  premises 
have  been  so  registered. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  have  inspected  all  meat  at 
the  four  licenced  slaughterhouses  and  an  appendix  gives 
details  of  the  work  which  they  have  carried  out  : —

The  year's  experience  of  infectious  diseases  was  satis¬ 
factory. 
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Poliomyelitis  immunization  of  priority  groups  made 
progress  during  1959.  Immunization  against  Diphtheria 
was  in  most  cases  also  against  whooping  cough.  272  infants 
were  immunized  against  the  latter  disease.

As  418  births  took  place  in  1958  and  509  in  1959  one 
may  say  that  341  children  were  protected  against  some 
464  at  risk,  a  protection  rate  of  exactly  75%.  The  rise 
in  boosters  was  due  to  the  number  of  immigrant  children 
in  need  of  this  protection.  75%  is  a  lower  figure  than 
that  achieved  in  other  nearby  districts.  As  90%  or  over 
was  achieved  in  some  of  the  parishes,  then  one  concludes 
that  in  certain  parishes  the  level  is  below  a  safe  figure.

During  the  year  there  were  26  notifications  of  tuberculosis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  present  my  report  for  the  year  1959  for  your  consideration. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE  AND  TRANSPORT. 

The  improvement  reported  last  year  in  the  Public  Health  Cleansing 
Service  has  not  been  maintained  and  we  have  not  had  a  full  complement 
of  men  throughout  the  year.  A  fortnightly  dry  refuse  collection  and  a 
weekly  nightsoil  collection  have  been  kept  going  with  some  exceptions. 
The  exceptions  were  confined  to  the  winter  months  when  prolonged  fog 
and  sickness  caused  some  delay,  and  when,  owing  to  the  short  days,  it  is 
not  possible  to  work  overtime,  and  during  certain  periods  when  there 
were  not  enough  men  to  man  all  the  vehicles. 

The  urban  parts  of  the  district  are  still  “  expanding.”  307  new 
houses  were  erected  during  1958,  which  means  that  at  least  307  new 
dustbins  have  to  be  collected. 

The  new  houses  do  not  affect  the  nightsoil  collection  service  to  any 
considerable  extent,  as  for  the  most  part  the  development  has  taken 
place  where  there  are  public  sewers.  The  work  of  the  cesspool  emptiers 
has  not  decreased,  however,  in  fact  it  has  increased,  despite  the  fact 
that  the  provision  of  public  sewers  in  some  districts  has  reduced  the 
number  of  pails  to  be  emptied.  The  reason  is  that  the  service  has  been 
extended  into  certain  districts  formerly  not  receiving  this  service,  and 
possibly  due  to  cesspools  filling  more  quickly  in  those  areas  where  the 
public  water  supply  has  been  extended. 

Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  a  central  tip  at 
Cubbington.  A  mechanical  shovel  on  tracks  is  used  for  levelling  and 
covering  the  refuse,  which  is  tipped  in  terraces,  at  a  depth  of  approxi¬ 
mately  6  feet.  Such  small  fires  as  we  have  had  have  been  speedily 
controlled  by  digging  out  the  burning  portion.  As  far  as  can  be 
ascertained,  as  most  of  the  fires  have  been  started  on  sunny  days, 
they  are  started  by  the  sun  shining  through  glass  jars  or  bottles, 
though  on  a  few  occasions  the  lorries  have  been  found  to  contain  red 
hot  ashes. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  a  considerable  quantity  of 
covering  matter  which  has  been  stock  piled. 

Wet  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  discharging  into  a  sewer. 

All  the  refuse  lorries  are  of  the  “  dustless  ”  type  and  of  large 
capacity  so  as  to  minimise  journeys  for  tipping. 

There  is  now  no  iron  salvage  separation  at  the  tip.  Large  stocks  of 
iron  were  saved,  but  the  demand  ceased  and  finally  the  accumulation 
had  to  be  levelled  and  covered.  There  is  a  small  amount  of  non-ferrous 
and  other  small  items  salvaged  which  the  refuse  collectors  sort  and 
recover,  and  which  they  are  allowed  to  keep. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  made  enquiries  into  the  desirability 
or  otherwise,  of  re-commencing  the  salvage  of  waste  paper,  but  decided 
that  any  financial  gain,  which  appeared  problematical,  would  be  at 
the  expense  of  slowing  up  the  collection  of  refuse  ;  and  that  as  their 
primary  duty  was  the  collection  of  refuse,  notwithstanding  the  im¬ 
provement  in  labour  recruitment  over  previous  years,  the  availability 
of  labour  for  refuse  collection  was  still  far  from  satisfactory,  therefore, 
the  limited  force  they  had  must  be  concentrated  on  refuse  collection. 
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Although  the  number  of  men  employed  on  refuse  collection,  has 
in  general,  improved  over  most  previous  years,  the  position  varies 
from  week  to  week,  and  there  are  far  too  many  changes  in  personnel. 
There  is  often  a  time  lag  of  weeks  or  even  months  before  a  replacement 
is  obtained.  This  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  the  low  wages, 
the  unpleasant  nature  of  the  work,  the  exposure  during  inclement 
weather,  the  absence  of  amenities  such  as  canteens  and  the  remoteness 
of  any  prospect  of  promotion.  The  basic  wage  for  loaders  is  £9  4s.  2d. 
per  week.  The  work  is  decidedly  unpleasant.  Dust  arises  every 
time  a  bin  is  emptied,  and  little  imagination  is  required  to  guess  what 
the  condition  of  a  man  is  at  the  end  of  a  day  of  carrying,  lifting  and 
emptying  dustbins  or  over  full  buckets  of  nightsoil.  Protective 
clothing  is  supplied,  but  even  so,  during  cold  or  more  particularly  wet 
weather,  inside  a  factory  must  for  many  men  be  more  attractive  than 
slopping  about  in  wet  clothing,  with  no  prospect  of  a  change  until 
evening,  and  little  prospect  of  a  hot  mid-day  meal. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  we  do  get  some  men.  The

The  Public  Health  Committee  have  long  realised  that  the  number 
of  men  prepared  to  carry  out  refuse  cleansing  is  limited  and  have 
made  every  effort  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  available  labour  by 
introducing  as  much  mechanisation  as  possible.  The  wages  paid  are 
governed  by  a  National  Agreement,  so  that  these  cannot  be  increased 
merely  to  meet  local  conditions.  The  Committee  have,  however,  given 
instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a  Bonus  Incentive  Scheme,  which 
may  be  a  subject  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

The  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  vehicles  are  for  the  most  part 
done  on  Saturdays,  the  crews  working  overtime. 

For  administrative  purposes  all  vehicles  including  refuse  lorries 
are  combined  to  form  a  Transport  Section,  and  the  following  table 
shows  the  vehicles  the  Council  own.

Housing  (temporary). 

There  are  still  many  licensed  temporary  buildings  in  use,  and 
about  90  caravans,  but  the  number  is  being  steadily  reduced. 

There  remains  one  other  unlicensed  caravan  site  at  Whitnash 
and  action  has  been  commenced  for  it  to  be  closed,  and  replaced  by 
a  licensed  site  elsewhere. 
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In  the  same  parish  just  off  Landor  and  Summerton  Roads,  there  is 
also  a  licensed  site  which  is  very  well  conducted,  and  has  been  properly 
laid  out  with  concrete  roads,  concrete  standings  and  water  borne 
sanitation.  There  are  in  addition  a  number  of  isolated  caravans 
scattered  throughout  the  district,  used  for  permanent  occupation.

In  addition  to  work  done  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants, 
there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  other  housing  repairs  carried  out. 


321  housing  inspections  were  made.  11  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit  to  live  in,  1  disrepair  certificate  was  issued.  Other  particulars 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 


Sanitary  Services  (Water  Supply). 

The  following  parishes  (or  parts)  have  piped  public  water  supplies  : 

Baddesley  Clinton,  Baginton,  Barford,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Beau- 
sale,  Budbrooke,  Cubbington,  Hatton,  Haseley,  Honiley,  Lapworth, 
Leek  Wootton,  Norton  Lindsay,  Old  Milverton,  Radford  Semele, 
Rowington,  Wroxall,  Wasperton,  Shrewley,  Sherbourne,  Stoneleigh. 

The  following  parishes,  or  parts  of,  have  private  supplies  : — 

Ashow,  Offchurch,  Sherbourne,  Hunningham. 

The  rural  district  has  a  population  of  just  over  25,000  and  an 
area  of  84  sq.  miles.  The  northern  part  of  the  district  is  in  the  area  of 
supply  of  Coventry  Corporation.  The  remainder  of  the  district  has  a 
population  of  about  17,500  and  covers  an  area  of  71  sq.  miles.  About 
10,000  people  in  this  area  are  supplied  from,  public  sources.  These 
latter  figures  are  changing  as  the  Western  Area  Water  Scheme  proceeds. 
The  scheme  is  the  most  ambitious  single  scheme  the  Council  have 
undertaken  at  one  time.  The  estimated  cost  is  £240,000.  It  consists, 
very  briefly,  of  a  borehole  1,000  ft.  deep  at  Rowington,  two  tower 
reservoirs  of  200,000  gallons  capacity  each,  37  miles  of  water  mains 
and  pumping  gear,  and  a  borehole  at  Shrewley  which  supplies  water 
into  the  scheme.  The  new  scheme  is  interconnected  with  the  Southern 
Area  Scheme  at  Barford.  The  main  source  of  water  for  the  latter 


\ 
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is  a  borehole  at  Whitnash.  This  bore  formerly  supplied  Radford 
Semele,  Bishops  Tachbrook  and  Barford,  but  the  latter  two  parishes 
are  now  supplied  by  the  Western  Area  Scheme.  Bulk  supplies  are 
obtained  from  Leamington  Corporation  and  Southam  R.D.C.  and  fed 
into  the  Southam  Scheme. 

The  Eastern  Area  has  no  public  water  supply.  A  scheme  has  been 
prepared  for  the  parish  of  Bubbenhall,  which  is  within  the  Coventry 
Water  Supply  Area,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  have  this 
scheme  completed  during  1960.  The  scheme  for  the  remaining  parishes 
in  the  Eastern  Area  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Council’s  Con¬ 
sulting  Engineers. 

A  plan  to  provide  Old  Milverton  with  a  mains  water  supply  is 
in  course  of  preparation,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  during 
1960. 

It  is  perhaps  somewhat  ironic  that  at  the  same  time  as  the  Council 
are  extending  their  water  schemes,  they  are  taking  part  in  discussions 
to  hand  their  water  undertaking  over  to  another  Authority.

Brief  reference  has  been  made  to  the  handling  over  of  the  Water 
Undertaking.  It  is  yet  too  early  to  make  a  report,  but  the  likely  result 
of  the  talks  which  have  taken  place  may  be  a  recommendation  to 
combine  the  schemes  of  the  following  authorities  into  a  Joint  Water 
Board  for  South  Warwickshire. 


Boroughs  of  Warwick,  Stratford-upon-Avon  and  Leamington  Spa. 
Urban  district  of  Kenilworth. 

Rural  districts  of  Alcester,  Stratford,  Southam,  Shipston  and 
Warwick. 


Sanitary  Services  (Sewerage). 

The  following  parishes  (or  parts)  are  served  by  sewerage  schemes. 
Baginton,  Barford,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Cubbington,  Radford  Semele, 
Sherbourne,  Stoneleigh  and  Whitnash. 

A  scheme  is  under  construction  at  Leek  Wootton,  and  a  scheme  for 
Shrewley  Common  is  expected  to  commence  in  1960.  Last  year  it  was 
reported  that  three  schemes  (Shrewley  Common,  Burton  Green  and 
Chadwick  End)  had  been  “  shelved  ”  owing  to  the  financial  crisis.  As 
soon  as  the  strict  financial  control  was  relaxed  the  Council  considered 
their  commitments  and  decided  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry 
forthwith  for  the  Shrewley  Scheme  and  in  the  near  future  for  the  Burton 
Green  Scheme.  The  Chadwick  End  scheme  is  dependent  on  Meriden 
R.D.C.  as  it  forms  part  of  a  larger  scheme  of  that  Council.  The  Council 
also  decided  to  explore  the  possibility  of  sewering  Lapworth,  part  of 
Rowington,  Offchurch,  Eathorpe  and  Hampton-on-the-Hill.  Apart 
from  small  sewerage  works  taking  up  to  about  20  houses,  this  Council 
has  only  1  sewage  treatment  works,  at  Leek  Wootton  for  that  parish. 
The  northern  area  sewers  discharge  into  Coventry  Corporation  system, 
whose  works  are  situated  in  the  rural  districts,  at  Finham  in  the 
parish  of  Stoneleigh,  and  at  Baginton.  Parts  of  the  Southern  area 
discharge  to  Leamington.  Barford  sewers  discharge  to  Warwick. 
Notwithstanding  the  absence  of  sewage  treatment  works,  the  sewerage 
system  is  of  no  mean  size.  There  are  some  25  miles  of  sewers,  and 
12  pumping  stations.  Fortunately  most  are  fairly  new,  about  half 
are  post-war  and  the  maintenance  is  fairly  low,  but  this  is  bound  to 
increase  as  they  become  older,  particularly  the  moving  parts  in  the 
pumping  stations. 

Periodical  flushing  is  carried  out  in  certain  sections.  Anti-rodent 
operations  are  carried  out  on  an  average  of  three  times  in  two  years. 
At  one  time  it  was  done  half  yearly,  but  so  little  of  the  bait  was  taken 
that  the  periods  between  baiting  were  extended. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  shops  and  canteens  have 
been  carried  out. 
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Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

Regular  and  frequent  inspections  are  made  to  four  slaughter  houses. 
The  following  table  gives  some  particulars  of  numbers  of  carcases 
inspected,  etc.,  but  it  gives  no  indication  of  the  time  and  effort  and 
expense  involved.  Two  of  the  four  slaughter  houses  are  20  miles  apart. 
Each  has  its  own  days  and  times  for  slaughter,  each  of  the  two  inspec¬ 
tors  spends  three  half  days  per  week  on  meat  inspection  and  average 
well  over  100  miles  per  week  travelling  on  this  duty.  They  maintained, 
as  far  as  is  known,  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  area. 

A  new  food  industry  has  commenced  in  this  district,  that  is  the 
production  (if  this  is  the  right  word)  of  broilers,  on  a  fairly  large  scale. 
The  broiler  houses  in  this  district  are  being  conducted  on  hygienic 
lines  and  inspected  as  “  food  premises  ”  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.

Rodent  Control. 

The  Rodent  service  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
another  operative,  who  is  concentrating  on  farms.  His  appointment 
arose  as  a  result  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  ceasing  to 
supply  a  rat  destruction  service  to  farmers.  The  Council  have  under¬ 
taken  to  provide  this  service,  which  is  financially  self  supporting. 

All  refuse  tips,  public  sewers  and  Council  owned  property  have 
received  attention  by  a  rodent  operative  as  have  a  number  of  private 
houses.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  operator’s  service  to  private 
premises,  but  charges  are  made  for  business,  industrial  and  other 
non-domestic  premises. 
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Miscellaneous. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  duties  under  the 
Petroleum  Act.  A  new  code  of  Practice  has  been  issued  by  the  Home 
Office  and  the  recommendations  contained  therein  are  being  closely 
followed.  The  Council  have  joined  the  Midland  Petroleum  Officers’ 
Group  and  are  combining  with  other  authorities  to  try  and  see  that 
the  Regulations  are  being  enforced,  and  interpreted,  uniformly  through 
the  Midlands.  The  number  of  licenced  petroleum  installations  is  66. 

This  department  was  also  responsible  until  recently  for  street 
lighting,  street  numbering,  and  council  house  repairs,  but  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  these  duties  were  transferred  to  the  Surveyor’s 
Department. 

Further  details  of  inspections  carried  out  are  shown  in  the  tables 
at  the  end  of  this  Report.
